Gardes said he. is aw the material when he went to the bathroom, located 

on " t he ' r ight- side* of Bannister! s office. A door opening to "another 

room was open from the bathroom. This was actually another office 

.that -was not in used at the time. > 

There were two stacks of small boxes, one on each side of the door 
leading to the bathroom. She boxes were marked Schlunberger. Gerdes 
is not sure how many. His estimated is $0 to 100. wooden cases. 

He said "five or six"' of the boxes were open. He saw gun grenades, 
land mines and some "little missiles", of a kind he had never 3esn 
before.
